A RELIO oF TE OLDEN TiME-TiE WATER WoirKS
TUNNEL OF 180} COME To LiGur, —Itecently a party
of workmen, while excavating in Chesnut strest, on
this side of the Sehyulkill, found thelr operations
Impuded by a mass of masonry, Upon punetrating
farther into it, they discoversl b to be an bmmense
culvert. Word wus given to the head of the 1igh-
way Department, who started upon a tour of investi-
gation,  Commencing at where the discovery was
tirst made, ne walked In this tunnel some two or
three hundred feet, when the foul alr drove him
back, It was soon ascortalned that this was the
famous six-foot brick tunoel which conveyed the
water from the old basgin st the foot of Chesnut
sireet, on the Schaylkill, to the Centre Squnre
Worke, at Broad and  Market streets,  U'he masonry
was found solld and the tannel perfect. This s one
of the most benefclal discoveries yot mmade. It i8 to
be converted to the uges of a wewer, aml 18 inn
Bection which needs such a convenlence.  The value
of thig accident of the workmen may be eqaal to
hundreds of thousands of dollars to our clity, The
tannel was lail in 1801, when the first water works
of Philadelphin were constricted, A Lasin, with
bottam of bricks and sides of marble, wWad cotls
struered at Chesoot street and the Schuylkill, on a
level with the Centre Bqnare Works, A steam-en-
gine pompod the water into the basin, and from
themee I8 ran thirodgh the twnnel on Chesout to
Twentieth street, up ‘U'wentieth to Market sureeet,
ol down Market street 1o the works, o distance of
a4 feet, Here It was pumped up a distance of
80 feet to two lanks, one 10 gnd the other 14 feet n
diameter, with o depth of 12 feet, and o joint capa-
city of 17,004 ale gallons, The steam-engine was
compoged mainly of woml, The levers, the ty-
wheels, shaft, and even the boller were of wooil,
the lntter belng of hard plank, tive Inches thick and
falrly braced, In this wooden shell the fron fire-
box was placed.  When this engine was  ased, only
three other ones in this country were known to
exlst
